unusually a typical picture of rail- 
road «irniiig.s-biil it happens to 
be this time. Only a month ago it 
was unofficially reported that the 
Pennsylvania railroad, No. 
1 in 


America, might not cover its fixed 
charges. 


Obviously we have not. yet found 


a formula which will bring success 
••md security for the railroads, the 
men who work for them, the ship- 
pers who have to meet their freight 
rates, and the cities that are dc- 
|.ending on them for at least long- 
haul service. 


The disaster that has befallen 


the American railroads is a com- 
bination of circumstances, no one 
i'f which is res|KinsihIe alone. 


You can not say that motor traf- 


fic, destroying the transportation 
monopoly the railroads once had, 
is alone responsible. Sound mau- 
iu-cmcnl should have so conducted 
itself that when its mono|.<i!y |X). 
sition ciinie to be destroyed—and 
any monopoly is subject to destruc- 
tion by new inventions—it should 
have l>eeii able t0 "carry on," even 
though service and profits were 
reduced. 


You can not say 
government 


interference alone is responsible 
for the railroads' plight. Govern- 
ment has been meddlesome, po- 
litical 
and 
unwise—but 
if 
the 


railroads weren't faced by com- 
petitive 
transportation 
systems 


Uiey still might tolerate govern- 
ment's burden and make a go of 
present-day hard times. 


But highway competition nowa- 


days is an accomplished fact. Rail- 
road management, whether due to 
its own inability or government 
meddling, failed to prepare for this 
crisis-and sq the problem today is 
checked up to the federal gov- 
ernment. 


The government hasn't yet de- 


cided what to do. The 'present 
proposal by Wagner in the senate- 
lo loan the roads more money—is 
no .solution. 


Eventually 
we 
must 
decide 


whether government is to "lay off" 
the nwds or take them over com- 
pletely. 


Either policy—much as I am op- 


po.sed to putting the railroad debt 
on the federal treasury—would be 
better than the present political 
policy of fixing railroad expense 
courageously, fixing railroad in- 
come haphazardly, and then loan- 
ing the roads money that anybody 
knows will never be repaid. 


Personally, it seems to me we 


have made a pint-sized trial at 
government operation. We ought 
to either go the whole way toward 
government operation — which 
I 


think would bo an equally total 
failure—or else the roads ought to 
be forced into efficient consolida- 
tions and then turned more or less 
loose to fight highway transporta- 
tion as best they can. 


State Loans From

Repayment of $380,000 


Diverted Funds Asked

LITTLE ROCK.-The State Board 


of hducntinn called upon the state 
Thursday to pay debts totaling ap- 
proximately $380,000 which it owes to 
the permanent school fund, a.s the re- 
sult of legislative act-s dating back 
a.s far as 17 years. 


A resolution adopted by the hoard at 


its meeting at the capitol requested the 
Stale Debt Board to sc|l 
.sufficient 


bonds to pay what the state owes to 
the fund and that "if it j.s necessary to 
carry a test case to the Supreme Court 
of Arkansas to determine whether or 
not the state has the right to sell these 
bonds, we recommend that a test case 
be started." 


Amendment 20 to the stale constitu- 


tion prohibits issuance of state bonds 
except when such action is approvde 
by the voters at a general election

BIRMINGHAM, Ala.-(/!>,-The last 


quadrennial conference of the Mel.h- 
flist 
Episcopal Church, South, as 


now constituted, adjourned Thursday 
on a note of loyalty to the unified 
church made possible by action of this 
body. 


A group of Southern Methodists 


among those who previously fought 
the "plan of union" arose near the 
close of the General Conference and 
pledged support to "The Methodist 
Church," the denomination of approxi- 
mately 8,000,0000 adherents to be cre- 
ated 
by merging of the Southern 


branch with the Methodist Episcopal 
(North) 
and 
Methodist 
Protestant 


churches. 


In Atlanta, Ga., however, a lawyer 


for organized laymen who 
opposed 


union of North and South churches, 
split by a negro slavery dispute in 
1844, planned a civil court test of the 
General Conference's vote for unifi- 
cation. The vote, 434 to 28, was upheld 
by the highest Southern Methodist 
ecclesiastical judiciary. 


The Laymen's Organization for Pres- 


ervation of the Southern Methodist 
Church, which has promised to "pre- 
serve the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, forever," claims 30,000 South 
ern members will "secede" from the 
unified denomination. The Methodist 
Episcopal Church 
(North) and the 


Methodist Protestant church already 
have sanctioned unification.

Samuel 


Boyce of Little Rock, performed an 
autopsy Thursday night on the body 
of C. C. Van Dalsen, who was shot 
and killed in the office of Thomas A. 
Gibson, cotton merchant Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. 


Dr. Boyce came here at the request 


of N. D. Van Dalsen of Okmulgec, 
Okla., brother of the dead man, and 
other relatives. It was said that his 
principal objective was to trace the 
course of the bullets and the angles 
from which they entered the body. 


The autopsy was performed at the 


Wilson funeral home. 


It was presumed that Dr. Boyce will 


be called on to testify at the "trial of 
J. B. Duncan, England planter and 
merchant, who fired four bullets into 
Van Dalsen's body. 


Gibson said that he was attacked by 


Van Dalsen and rendered unconscious 
following a dispute over a crop loan. 
Van Dalsen was a tenant on a farm 
near here. The office is on the second 
floor of the building occupied by Dun- 
can's store. 
Duncan said that he went 


to investigate the sounds of a struggle 
on the floor above, that as he entered 
the office lie was attacked by Van 
Dalsen and that he was forced to fire 
in self defense. He is at liberty under 
?5,000 bond.

Railroad Bill to 


Be Enacted Soon 


RFC Would Be Authoriz- 


ed to Make Loans to 


Carriers 


WASHINGTON.-^- Quick senate 


passage of emergency financial aid 
for the railroads is in prospect, Chair- 
man Wagner (Dem., N. Y.) of the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee said Thursday 
night. He told reporters he anticipated 
no oppposition to legislation approrved 
by his committee Thursday. That leg- 
islation would authorzie the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to: 
1. Make loans to railroads for purchase 


of equipment, such loans to be secur- 
ed by the equipment, itself. 
2. Make loons to the carriers for main- 


tenance, on condition that 75 per 
cent of the amount advanced would 
be used to re-employ maintenance 
workers laid off between last Sep- 
tember 1 and May 1 this year. 
The bill would suspend until June 


30, 1939, an existing law which forbids 
the R. F. C. to lend money to a rail- 
road until the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has certified the road is 
not in need of organization. 


Many roads could not obtain such 


certification, Chairman Jesse H. Jones 
of the R. F. C. told the Banking Com- 
mittee today, but they might be able 
ultimately to repay a federal loan. 


Jones, urging passage, said the R. 


F. C. might lose some of the money it 
advanced for work projects, but that 
the corporation would expect to re- 
cover most of it. He added: 


"If we lose some of it, we will still 


have value received." 


He expressed the opinion it would 


be better to re-employ the mainten- 
ance workers on jobs for which they 
were trained than to support them 
on the WPA rolls. 


Jones said the R. F. C. policy would 


be not to make loans in instances 
where the funds might enable payment 
of railroad dividends.

SHANGHAI, China.- </p,_ Chinese, 


jubilant m hopes of a second major 
victory on the Shantung front, report- 
ed their troops Friday were continu- 
ing to sweep back Japan's front lines, 
Uunese said they were approaching 
Szechuchen, 18 miles north of Pihsieu, 
m southern Shantung province. 
A 


week ago Japanese were threatening 
Pihsien. 


On the right wing, Chinese said a 


column had skirted Tancheng and had 
established itself north of the city, cut- 
ting Japanese communications. Tan- 
cheng had marked the southernmost 
advance of the Japanese toward the 
Lunghai Railway, 15 miles away. Now, 
Chinese said, it is surrounded and a 
Chinese army has recaptured Matow- 
chen, awalled town four miles to tha 
northwest. 


On 
the 
Lini-Tancheng highway, 


along which the Japanese offensive 
moved southward two weeks ago, Chi- 
nese said they had captured 100 Japa- 
nese. trucks carrying food and ammu- 
nition and had destroyed 20. 


Chinese reported more than 2,000 


Japanese had been killed within tha 
past two days. Their own losses, how- 
ever, were believed to be much higher 
since they were charging against su- 
perior artillery. 


Neutral observers believed the sit- 


uation again was becoming deadlock- 
ed. Japanese, breaking a silence of 
several days, denied the Chinese liad 
taken the offensive but said they had 
no actual accounts of recent Shan- 
tung fighting. 


Japanese warplanes, working in re- 


lays, continued trying to block Chi- 
nese reinforcements. 
Ten times yes- 


terday Japanese bombers raided vil- 
lages south of Tancheng where 10,009 
Chinese are biUetted. 


Despite such attacks, Chinese said 


they soon would be ablt to put 300,000 
men into the front lines in an effort to 
consolidate their gains. Chinese have 
estimated their total force in Shan. 
tung at 800,000 men.

Survey Indicates Teachers as Healthy as Others. 


Our attitudes toward teachers de- 


pend naturally on the kind of teachers 
with whom we were associated in our 
youth. There seems to be a sort of 
general point of view that tecahers are 
weaklings suffering hwi theadaches, 
irritability, nervousness, dyspepsia, sex 
complexes and premature 
old age. 


Modern teachers have become seriously 
concerned about this point of view. 
They have begun to take the necessary 
steps and to make inquiries to find out 
exactly what teachers are like as a 
whole and individually, and what can 
be done to improve them, if that is 
possible. 


The National Education Association 


has made available a consideratoin of 
the Health of teachers. It provides the 
ations made in various places to an- 
results of investigations and exarnin- 
swer some of the questions that natur- 
ally arise. 


The leading causes of poor health 


among teachers are like those among 
pepple in general. They include incor- 
rect habits lit personal health, physical 
handicaps and weaknesses, excessive 
work, diseases caught from pupils, ac- 
cidents and unfavorable environment 
ami relationships. 


Based on a record of the absences of 


tt.-ach.ers over a period of two years, it 
LS found that influenza, tonsillitis, 
colds, nervous troubles and disorders 
are chiefly responsible for absences. 
It is interesting to discover that a group 


of British teachers compared 
with 


those of New York were found to suf- 
fer more gastric disturbances and arth- 
ritk than did the American teachers. 


Out. 
of almost 7100 school tear-hers 


woh were examined completely. 77 per 
cent were found .to have disorders ol 
vision. 30 per cent were found to have 
disturbances of the heart and circula- 
tion. 27 nor cent defect? of nosture ami 
difficulties with the feet, 31 per cent 
tonsilar and throat disturbances, and 
23 ner cent were nther overweight or 
underweight 


These disturbances 
of health are 


iust about the same tyne of difficultly 
that are ohmH amone children in vpri- 
ous narts of the country or amon" in- 
dustrial emoloyes. All of thp evidence 
'-•"ems to indicate that tearhers have 
-ibout th<" same health that thfv would 
have had if they had gone into some 
othf>r occupation.

Construction Company 


Chartered for Searcy 


LITTLE ROCK-i/lV-Thc Southern 


Conslruction company, Inc., of Searcy, 
obtained a charter Friday. Thc in- 
corporalors were: J. B. Strolher of 
Searcy, and H, B. Moore and G. W. 
Moore of Griffithsville. 


Members of thc board said the stale's 


debt to the permanent school fund was 
incurred before adoption of Ihe amend- 
ment in 1934. For this reason, they 
believe bonds could be issued without 
submitting the proposal lo-lhe elec- 
torate. 


The oldest of the state's debts to thc 


permanent school fund was incurrde 
in 1921, when the legislature, by Act 
356 and Act 357, authorized transfer 
of 5180,000 from the fund to the gen- 
eral revenue fund and thence to a J 
special penitentiary fund. The Slate 
Debt Board was authorized by Act 356 
of 1921 to issue 180 bonds of $1,000 de- 
nomination and place them in the 
state Iroasury to thc credit of the per- 
manent school fund, the bonds to bear 
5 per cent interest, payable from the 
sinking fund. 


State Comptroller J. 0. Goff said thc 


penitentiary borrowed an additional 
$100,000 from the 
permanent school j 


fund several years ago, increasing its 
debt to J280.000, and thai approximate- 
ly $100,000 was l>ornjwed from the 
fund for Ihe supporl of taechers col- 
leges in the state. 


Thc Board of Education adopted a 


resolution pertaining to loans from 
the revolving loan fund intended lo 
give smaller school districts in the 
slate greater benefits from such loans.

'Hie travelers of 
Senior haven took a trip to Hot Springs 
whore everyone spent an enjoyable 
and entertaining day. 


The Seniors were entertained at 


Hope by the Juniors. The entertain- 
ment consisted of a theater party and 
afterwards a trip to the drug store. 


The travelers met with new ad- 


venture in the establishing of Honor 
and Service point system and the 
organizing of F F. A. and Home EC 
chlbs.
